Anſw, In the generall, Though the air ſelf be pleaſing to:God, 
yet the manner, or doing of that lawfull and good-attion, ignorantly, 
cannot be good in him that doth jt ; and therefore not acceprable to God. 
But in this caſe, it can hardly be , that any that hear the Covenant read 
over (being ot yeers) and haye time to conſider, what is therein ſpeci- 
fied, but may underſtand what they do, and the cauſe why; And in 
"IF particular, to him, that made this queſtion, I may fay, as Luke 24. 18. 
I YY eArt thou onely 4 ftranger-in (our) Iſrael, and baft not known the things that arc

But may not ſome pretend ignorance and conſcience, meerly to gain 
the time > Manycan ſee no reafon for it, nor why the Parliament ſhould 
raiſe forces, or for what they fight, b« cauſe they will norſee, like him 
that could ſee no Wood for Trees.

ſharply, chide, and ſorely corre, and chaſtiſe them, nor in way of fatis- 
faction, but of Reformation, to better them. 

2. Though a true belzever be perfeAly juſtified, and all his fins 
pardoned in foro celi, in the Court of Keaven ; yer not in foro conſcientiz, 
in the Court of his own conſcience, till by a renewed att of focrow , at

And for other mens fins ; ſurely if God be diſhonoured by them, 
his righteous Law-Books, and he thereby provoked to plague the Nation 
among whom we live, and our ſelves 2re members, or have any way, 
any influence in their fins ( which hardly any man living can whe 
quit himſelt of) or others ſouls be indangered by their own fins + if all, 
or any of thoſe, then ſurely, there is great reaſon we ſhould be ſorry tor 
them, lay them to heart, and b& humbled for them; if either Gods 
glory, or the publike peace, with the bleſſed fruits thereof, or the welfare 
of Gods —_ be at all deer unto us, as we have any pitzy to their 
ſouls that have ſinned. 1am ſure David, Feremy, and Paul did ſo, and God

2nd be our Judge, (a weighty buſinefſe, requiring much attention, and 
ſerious conſideration) whom we here acknowledpe to be preſent, to ſee 
all we do, and hear all we ſay, and perfeAtly ro know all our hearts, 
and intentions; whether we mean truely and ſincerely, as we ſay, or noz 
and do acknowledge, That there ſhall be a day of judgement, when, and 
where, all ſecret-, intentions, and purpoſes of all hearts, ſhall be diſcove- 
red, and manifeſted ; and we ſhall be moft impartially judged at that day, 
juſtified and rewarded, if we do now truely intend, and faithfully endea- 
your, for the future ta keep our Covenantinall things ; bur ſhall be 
ſeverely puniſhed fromGod, if we do not both now intend, and here- 
after truely cadeayour,' to our power, to keep our Covenant. 
PBolt humbly be the Lo2d to ſtrengthen us by his holy 
f fo2 this end, and to _— our oy \- Poocedungs _ 
fucceſſe, as bzing deliverance ety { fc, 
A meſt Gaſocable and frring cloie, becaule all ability to 7 mn 
your and performe, and ſuccefſe upon our endeavours, .is from God 
and therefore, as we muſt have one eye upon the duty, ſo an. other.unto 
God for ſtrength and ſuccefſe upon our endeavours.

Thus have I, as briefly as conveniently I could, given, I hope, a 
fatisfatory Anſwer to all Objetions that are, or (as [ comriine\ axis 
be made againſt this League and Covenant, to all that are defirous of 
fatisfaftion, and willing to_ adhere to that fide, which is juſt in poinc of 
Law, and Conſcience ; "onely I fear, I have been togtedious to proye 
theſe things, which are ſo manifeſt and apparantly good, juſt, and war- 
rantable , that I profeſle ſeriouſly, I cannot conceive, how any that are 
tearned or knowing men, and make conſcience of their words, can 
deny, either the taking of this Covenant , or forceable reſiſtance of the 
Inſtruments and Executioners of 1Ilegall commands,to be unlawfull. As 
for others, Thave no hope of prevailing with them, for I ſee that many, 
ſome out of hope of preferment, ſome out of affeQtion to 'Popery and

Ob. There are many good men, religious men on the othey fide. 
eAnſw. There are ſome ſuch as the workd counts Good-men, Reli- 
gious-men .Now all that ate not ftark-ſtaring naught, open,notorious, pro- 
phane perſons, are counted good, and religious, by many. If they be 
no ſwearers, no drunkards, and abſtain frem other groſſe, notorious 
crimes, -and do corſtantly come to the Church, and joyndeyoutly in the 
out ward publike duties in the Congregation; eſpecially, 1f withall they 
be courteous, affable, and deal fully with their Neighbours , the world 
counts them very good, and religious men, though otherwiſe meer natu- 
rall men, civill honeſt men, and no godlinefſe in them , no renewing, 
changing, ſanRifying grace, and holineſſe of life, Why > Godlinefſe is an 
-other thing then the Wo11d taketh it to be; Goclinefſe is out of a re- 
newed, ſandtifying principle of grace, to endeavour vigorouſly to ap- 
prove all his ations and whole man to'God, and endeavour to walk in - 
a ſtrit conformity, to the rule of Gods Word , tobe holyin all raanner 
of converſation, as God which hath called us, is holy. This is it, to be 
truely good and religious ſuch as God approves of. The truth is, Every 
one 1s apt to make Religion , and the way to Heaven, as broad, as his 
ownlife is, 3; hathimſc1f, and others, might conceive, and beleeve him , 
to be religious, ard in the way to Heaven , but civility is not godlinefle ; 
a mecr outward formality is not religiouſneſle, is not true holineſſe ; and 
nothing will denominate a man trucly good, or religious, and bring to 
Heaven but the power of godlineſſe, and true holineſs of heart, and life, 
Pſal. 24.3.4, Heb. 12.24. But moſt of theſe whom the World counts 
Relipious.men , I fear, are but civill honeſt men, or meer formaliſts at 
war that do hate purity, and the power of godlinefſe, can ſecretly and 
opetily, to jeſt, and ſcoff, and jerk at purity and holinefſe, and have 
the nickname Puritan in their mouthes; and ſome of them are bitter 
enemies to the power of Religion, worſe then open prophane ones; they 
biee ſecretly and ſorely. | 
But I appeal to the conſciences of men, Whether he that is tmnely 
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godly, and ſincerely good, can mock, jeſt, and ſcoff, at holineſſe, and - 
the power of godlineſſe, and' oppoſe 1t- in others > Can a man that is
